President’ Woolley said - 

“Never hax weeks public opinion 
been so strovgly in fayor of disarma- 
ment as it is today. Now is the time 
to make it effective in its pressure 
upon the governments of the coun- 
tries represented in the general dis- 
armament conference.” 

Replying to the question, “what 
was aocomptianed at Geneva?’ she 
suid “it ig hard for any one who has 
come to grips with the difficulties of 
mternational agreement. to wunder- 
stand the point of view that nothing 
was accomplished.” 

President Woolley reviewed the 
principles of the “Hoover plan” which 
was presented to the Geneva confer- 
ence and the Benes resolution adopt- 
ed by that gathering. 

As examples of the accomplish- 
ments of the Geneva conference, 
President Woolley cited excerpts from 
the Benes resolution for which 41 na- 
tions voted. 

“The 41 nations,” President Wool- 
ley said, “solemniy asserted: 

“First, *. . . the time has come 
when ell nations of the world must 
adopt substantial and comprehensive 
measures of disarmament.’ 
“Second, ‘firmly determined . . to 
achieve a first decisive step invoiv- 
ing a substantial reduction of arma- 
ments. 

“Third, ‘decides forthwith. 
guided by the general principles un- 
derlying President Hoover’s declara- 
tious: “That a substantial reduction 
of world arinaments shall he effected 
to be applied by a general convention 
alike to land, naval and air arma- 
ments” ’.”

tangible property for taxation, aod 
te adept different rates and methods 
for taxing different classes of such 
property’—a very fine thing to do if 
gone about in an intelligent way. 

“Further,” the title says, ‘to e2- 

empt forest lands from taxation’-—au- 
other worthy preperty proposal—‘to 
limit the state tax on real estate and 
tangible property’—splendid—‘and for 
other purposes.’ : 

“The ‘other purposes’ part is the 
only one which really belongs to the 
title for the amendment will only 
serve to deprive counties, school dis- 
tricta, and cities of much needed rev- 
enue from taxation of intangibles, 
without doing any of the worthy things 
set out in the title.

LONDON, Sept. 16.—()—Sir Ron- 
ald Ross, noted authority on tropical 
diseases, died today. He was 75. 

It was he who demonstrated in 1897 
that the anopheles mosquito carries 
the malaria parasite, a discovery which 
armed man against that disease. 

Iie entered the Indian me‘ical serv- 
ice in 1881, and began his -nalaria re- 
search in 1898. Some years later he 
joined the faculty of the Liverpool 
School of Tropical Medicine and be- 
came professe~ of fropical medicine 
there. In 1902 he received the Nobel 
prize in medicine.

At 
one time he was mentioned as possible 
successor to Lord Byng as governor 
general of Canada. 

The earl’s wife sued him for divorce 
following his elopement to the United 
States with Vera, Countess of - Cath- 
eart. The countess was refused en- 
trance to the United States on the 
ground she was guilty of moral turpi- 
tude. She demanded that the earl be 
deported if she were. The next day 
a writ was procured for his arrest, 
bit he fled to Canada before it was 
served.
